Cars Being-- Received, and
Price Goes Up Two Cents.

DEMAND FOR CORN QUITE LIGHT

OMAHA. April K. ;9I5.
The wheat receipts were very go--d to-

day, a total of 7 rM being i.lvet.There was a good demand Vr this cereal
and It advanced lU2'c.There was not more than a fair de-
mand for corn today, and It sold from
ViTlSc lower. The receipts of corn were

-1 care, but there were only a few cars
sold. The white corn still commands a
premium over the yellow, the white sell-
ing Sc above the yellow for the commer-
cial grades.

The demand for oats was fair and therold from Siic lower. It Is expected
that the vlalhle supply of wheat will thowlarge decrease. Those who are on the
bear aide of the market believe there will
be a big drop In prices as soon sa the newcrop begins to move, and thst this move-
ment will be earlier thsn usual, especially
In the far south.
